one of the big q uestions of the nex t N ational po­ 
litical cam paign. 
Shippers, p articularly 
farm ers, 
insist tha t freight rates are too high. 
R ailroad m an­ 
agers declare tha t unless ra te s are higher, roads 
cannot pay dividends, and if they cannot pay divi­ 
dends, they cannot get new m oney for ex tensions 
and im provem ents tha t only new capital can buy . 
Some figures are therefo re of interest. 
W hen the Inte rsta te com m erce Com m ission m ade 
its last genera! valuation of the railro ad s of the 
country in 19 14, directed by law to do so as the 
basis for rate m aking, the railroads of the United 
S tates w ere valued at $18 ,9 00,000,000. 
W ith that 
as a basis, such changes as have come in the m ean­ 
tim e have been added, and rates fix ed accordingly . 
But ex cept in tim es of unusual business, the ra il­ 
roads have not m ade big dividends. 
Some of them 
have, because of particularly 
fortunate 
territo ry 
served or because of unusually able m anagem ent, or 
both, but the average of rail earnings has been 
low er than investors would be satisfied w ith in 
o ther lines sought by capital. 
The roads are there­ 
fore asking for higher ra te s while shippers are 
asking for low er rates, and the L aF ollette confer­ 
ence had it tha t a req uest for higher ra te s would 
be such as to predicate an increase in railroad valua­ 
tion of $10,000,000,000. 
T hat is to say , the ra te s to 
be asked for will earn divide ids on $10,000,000,000 
added 
valuation. 
Also, S enator La F o llette de­ 
clares, and here's w here he stirs the very general 
interest, tha t these ra te s would increase the cost 
of living in the U nited S tates $1,500,000,000, for 
“all of us.” 
M uch of the Chicago conference was behind closed 
doors, and the public therefo re has only w hat the 
conferees w ished to give out. 
W hether, therefore, 
they took stock of the plan sponsored by Senator 
B rookhart, <? Iowa, cannot be said. 
B rookhart is 
in Europe, but his proposal is tha t the value of 
railroads for rate-m aking purposes 
shall be the 
m arket value of the stock, on the theory tha t the 
stock is w orth “w hat it w ill bring,” w hich it m ust 
be agreed is the q uite general m ethod of establish­ 
ing values. 
It is objected to on the ground that 
conditions have forced down the value of some 
stocks, and tha t they do not fairly re p rese nt the 
reproduction cost of the properties. 
The whole q uestion of freig ht ra tes is alm ost 
sure to be an im portant and perhaps a spectacular 
feature of nex t y e ar’s P residential cam paign. Some 
parag rap her 
recently 
suggested tha t people are 
m uch m ore interested in the price of sug ar than 
in the w orld court, and it m ight be tha t freight 
rates and the railroad q uestion will shoulder the 
league of nations out of sight before N ovem ber, 19 24. 
T here are intim ations that the m atter is already of 
such im portance tha t P resident H arding w ill devote 
som e of his w estern speeches to it, possibly out­ 
lining an adm inistration program .
